‘Allies’ Advance Irresistible. 


The latest news indicates that, con- 
vulsively' as the Germans are strug- 
gling, the French and-Americans are 
advancing irresistibly. Yesterday these 
troops wrested from a crack Jaeger 
division. a whole mountain: position 
that had defied previous attacks. 

It is here particularly that are found 
concrete machine gun shelters ar- 
ranged in tiers according to the new- 
est method. Before each individual 
position of defense an absolutely bare 
space, which the French call a glacis, 
has been prepared over which assail- 
ants must pass. Switch trenches on 
the flanks and rows of wire 10, 20, 
and even 30 yards deep bar turning 
movements and divide the defense in- 
to “compartments,” each of which 
must be stormed separately. 

Nevertheless the troops fought their- 
way forward to a depth of four kilo- 
meters. On the right the operation 
continues against a strong crest in the 
region of Orfeuil, Liry, and Mon- 
thois, and further east the French 
have passed Challerange to a, point 
six miles from Vouziers. 

On the whole battlefront the defense 
is grAdually being overcome by a se- 
ries of thrusts forward, whereof each 
creates a small salient. whereby neigh- 
boring positions car be outflanked and 
carried. With panic at home, disaster 
abroad; and exhaustion and demorali- 
zation spreading in the army, Ger- 
many: is forced to make a supreme ef- 
fort in conditions daily more unfavor- 
able. : 

German Reserves Fail. 


Battles on this scale follow the regu- 
lar course.

‘Such wes the general quality of the 
defenders,. and the. :abundance of re- 
serves available permitted them imme- | 
diately’ to replace any unit that did not 
seem to come up to the standard. Thus 
the 15th Bavarians,.who weakened, were 
withdrawn after one day in the line. It 
is. worth noting that this division ap- 
pears to have been less than eager to; 
fight—an ominous symptom of the state 
of mind of the Bavarians, whereof other 
instances have occurred recently. 

Despite all the Germans could do, 
Gouraud’s mien have penetrated far, into 
the second battle zone on the centre and | 
right of the. front, where’ a. threat 
toward the vital point of Vouziers is 
most dangerous. Challerange fell’ yes- 
terday, and the Frénch are’ now attack- 
ing the village of Mouron ‘on the north- 
ern side-of. the Grandpére Defile, which 
is thus closed to the enemy. To pass 
the Argonne their raflroad’ communica- 
tion must now traverse the valley of 
Quatre Champs, some ten miles to the 
north. Further west, Orfeull was occu- 
pied this.morning, which facilitates op- 
erations against the hills north of Sainte 
Marie. é 

And ‘the victory is being won at a cost 
so light that it would be deemed in- 
credible if I could state the - figures. 
Never do Gouraud or his subordinates 
forget that manoeuvre is the ‘key to 
success, and always a flanking wood or 
other vital point of the defense positions 
ig smashed by artillery before the in- 
fantry is sent forward. . 

No higher tribute could be paid to the 
fighting qualities of the French Army 
than the speech of a dying Prussian 
Captain, who asked his captors if he 
might be allowed to speak to one ‘of 
their officers. A. Lieutenant. belonging 
to a famous Colonial division came up‘ 
‘and, the wounded man, propping himself 
painfully on. his elbow,: gasped in good 
French: : : 

“‘] know we are enemies, but as a 
professional soldier, I want to tell you 
T have never seen anything finer than 
the conduct of your men. Unfortunate- 
ly for us, you will be ‘in Germany before 
Christmas; but just the same I want 
to congratulate you. ‘Will you shake 
hands with me before I die?"’ ~ 

Words cannot depict the amazing 
bravery ahd military skill of Gouraud’s 
army in the assault upon some of the 
strorigest positions in France, held by 
picked troops and fértified to the utmost 
by a flood of fire, high explosives, gas, 
and barbed wire scores of yards deep.

The last strong line of the Hinden- 
burg system having ‘been . smashed, | 
and -the British in possession of it and 
having reconnoitred far in advance, 
the Germans, feeling that they were 
fighting with their backs to the wall, 
‘have launched six powerful counter- 
attacks in the last twenty-four hours. 
As a result of one of them the British 
withdrew for a moment from Beaure- 


the western outskirts of the village. 

For these attacks the Germans used 
two divisions. which had been released 
from the line through the capture by 
the French of St. Quentin. All. the 
other counteroffensives failed utterly, 
and at the end of them the bodies of 
German dead were piled high, as a 
result of the rifle, machine-gun, and 
shell fire, - and the British were in 
posession of vital lines ‘of the German 
defense. 

The breach that has been made in 
the system of defense here is a narrow 


armored cars which went out to it last 
night merely reconnoitred deeply 
around/“the’ new positions, and then 
returned. 

The Germans now seem to be most 
active on either side of the breach. 
Apparently they fear that efforts will 
be made to widen it. Meanwhile the 
roads and railways everywhere in the 
rear are crowded with eastbound traf- 
fic. The civilians are being evacuated 
from many towns. 

Before the counterattack on Mont- 
brenain 120 French civilians who had: 
been in German hands since 1914, and 
who hid in cellars during the British 
bombardment, were rescued and 
brought back to freedom. On‘many 
other parts of the front more civilians 
have been releaged. 

In Flanders today the advance of 
the allied troops seemed slow, because 
the bad roads and soggy ground made 
it almost impossible for them to nego- 
tiate the difficulties at many-~ places. 
The soldiers fighting here are caked 
with mud. Many of them have had 
to wade hip-deep through the ooze 
while fighting their way forward. 

Again there has been fighting in the 
streets of Cambrai, especially in the 
southern portion of the town, around 
which the British lines are slowly but 
steadily being drawn. It is expected 
that the town may fall at any time.

Ready to Retreat Beyond Fresnoy. 
* WITH THE BRITISH FORCES IN 
FRANCE, Oct. 4, (Associated Press.) 
—British troops last night and this 
morning made progress in tHe neigh- 
borhood of Fresnoy-le-Grand, norfh- 
east of St. Quentin, though only 
meager reports of the fighting in that 
district have’ been received. 

There is tangible evidence that the 
Germans realize their position north- 
east of St. Quentin is extremely: pre- 
carious, for the roads in the rear of 
the breached Hindenburg line are con- 
gested with traffic. The railways are 
jammed with material moving east- 
ward at a great-rate, and on some 
roads British aviators have observed 
a. straggling stream of civilians, who 
are being hurriedly evacuated from 
the rear. 

The Beaurevoir line having. been 
pierced, the Germans soon, if not now, 
will find the greatest difficulty in ar- 
resting the progresS of the British. 
Prisoners say they were given orders 
to hold on to. the last moment, in or- 
der to give the Germans an opportu- 
nity to construct a line at Valen- 
ciennes. 

British thrusts between Fresnoy and 
the River Scarpe show that the Ger- 
mans are holding on with desperation 
there, probably in an effort to save 
some of their material and heayy 
guns. :

In Flanders the enemy attacked. be- 
tween Hooglede and Roulers with 
strong forces. He penetrated into our 
lines on both sides of the Staden- 
Roulers road. Bavarian and Rhéine- 
land troops threw him back by a 
smart counterattacks and took about 
100 prisoners. 

There is nothing new to report from 
before Cambrai. ‘There were minor 
engagements south of Aubencheul, 
and near Proville, as a result of which 
seventy prisoners were brought in. 

On a broad front between Le Catelet 
and north of St. Quentin the British 
again launched a united attack and 
attempted to break through. In the 
first assault the enemy succeeded in 
capuring Le Catelet and thrusting 
forward as far as Beaurevoir ana 
Montbrehair: and in _ penetrating 
Sequehart. 

On both sides and in front of Le 
Catelet we drove the enemy back into 
and beyond the positions from which 
he started. Beaurevoir was recap- 
tured. An encircling attack launched 
by Saxon, Rhenish, and Lorraine -bat- 
talions put us in possession of Mont- 
brehain. 

Sequehart, after fluctuating fighting, 
remained in the hands of the enemy. 
In the evening, after strong firing 
south of St. Quentin, enemy- attacks 
failed. 

On the ‘ridges and slopes of the 
Chemin ‘des dames vigorous outpost 
engagements. continued yesterday: A 
strong attack by the Italians was re- 
pulsed. 

Near the Aisne and on the canal 
front northwest of Rheims we stand 
everywhere in fighting contact with 
the enemy. 

In Champagne the French, partly 
with freshly brought in French and 
American divisions, attacked. on a 
wide front between the Suippe and the 
St. Marie-a-Py, Westphalian and Jager 
regiments fighting there have repulsed 
all attacks of the enemy and taken 
more than 100 prisoners. 

North of Somme-P M the enemy gained 
a footing on the high ridges between 
St. Etienne and Somme-Py, on the 
Weissenburg and on the Medeas 
Heights. Ih a counterattack we drove 
the enemy over the heights. Small 
French nests have remained behind. 

On the front between Orfeuil and the 
Aisne attacks of the enemy: failed be- 
fore our line. In this connection south 
of Liry and southwest of Monthois 
especially vigorous engagements. de- 
veloped. Here we drove baek the enemy 
completely? 

The enemy who had penetrated Chal- 
lerange was driven out and the village 
wrested from him.

AIRPLANES LAST WEEK 


Bombed Many Bases Beyond Our 


‘Lorraine Front—Lost 90 
‘= Machines.

LONDON, Oct. ‘4.—British airmen have

Thus in the twenty-four 
hours ended at dawn Sept. 27 fifteen 
separate raids were carried out upon the 
railway triangle at Metz-Sablon, two 
upon: the junction at Thionville,, two 
upon the railway at Meziéres, one upon 
Audun-le-Roman, one upon Ars, and 
two upen the perodromes at Frescati 
and Plappenville, near Metz. 

Other British airmen in the course of 
air fighting over Northern France and 
Belgium last week destroyed 124 enemy 
machines, drove down 46 put of control, 
and shot down 34 German kite balloons 
in flames. Ninety British machines were 
reported missing last week. ‘ 2 
“Photographic reconnoissance over th 
enemy's lines has also been carried on 
simultaneously with the fighting, and 
an airplane authority, in discussing this 
matter today, laid great stress on the 
fact that at the height of a conflict of 
unprecedented magnitude, during which 
immense exertions are demanded of the 
air service, British airmen should be

DEATHS AND NEW CASES 
ON INCREASE IN CAMPS 


Disease Also Spreading Throngh- 
out Country—Federal Aid 
Rushed to Many States.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—With reports

Telegraphic reports from medical. of- 
ficers in military camps, depots, and 
forts in this country show an increase 
in the number of new cases of in- 
fluenza and pneumonYa-and deaths from 
he same.

CATHEDRAL A GAPING RUIN 


Chapels That Were Spared in ‘Pre- 
vious Invasions Are Now 
Shattered, 


By G H. PERRIS.

WITH THD FRENCH ARMIES, Oct. 
3.—Already, in. my first impressions of 
St. Quentin, I have told you something 
of the city itself, its ruined buildings, 
and its solitude. I have written also of 
the efficiency of the German Army’s 
** Booty Department,’’ of St. Quentin’s 
once glorious cathedral, and the havoc 
made of it by our modern vandals. I 
The car- 
‘cass of the cathedral is like an old ruin 
newly damaged. We reached it by the 
‘west entrance through a barrier of cob- 
blestones and: barbed wire, surmounted 
by a notice board reading, ‘‘ Durchgang 
Verboten.’’ And then we found a free 
Way in by the south door. 

The great square tower, which with 
the high roof was burned in one of last 
year’s fires, was a landmark throughout 
the countryside and a first-class German 
observatory. It shows a number of shell 
holes. The vaulting of the apse has gone 
completely, and that of the splendid 
Gothic nave springing over forty feet 
high, has partly fallen in. Stone and 
dust were littering the floor. Of the 
stained glass windows and of the stone 
‘land woodwork dating back as far as the 
twelfth century only pitiful fragments 
remain. Parts of the chapels. that sur- 
vived the shocks of six centuries, that 
the Spaniards of Queen Elizabeth’s day 
and the Germans of Bismarck’s had 
spared, are now shattered, and frescoes 
of the choir are open to the cold Au- 
tumn sky. 

Ruins in the Grand’ Place. 


In the neighborhood of the Grand’ 
Place there remains of the elaborate 
monument of the siege of 1557, with its 
Surrounding statuary, only a broken 
pillar. The facade of the quaint and 
charming fifteenth-century Town Hall, 
with its gallery of seven arcades, its 
upper balustrade and wooden bell tower, 
is intact, but the fine windows are gone, 
the roof has fallen in upon the Renais- 
@ance council chamber, and the floor of 
the building is now encumbered with 
rubbish which is believed to be mined. In 
‘the rear, the street of the vast building 
called the Palace of Fervaques, after 
the ancient convent, and corttaining the 
law courts, public library, and large 
festival hall; appears to have suffered 
little, but J had no time to examine it 
Closely. ~ :

Nelson . himself. escaped with a whole 
skin, but with a bullet hole through the 
back of his boot d twenty-one bullet- 
holes in his machine. . Despite this he 
descended safely within our lines. The 
fight lasted fifteen- minutes or ‘‘ about 
as long,’’ said Nelson, ‘‘ as one cares 
to spend in a single scrap with boches."’

It may be taken 
as certain that Scheidemann will be 
selected, probably as State Secretary 
without portfolio, Leglen hedd of the 
German trade unions, it is thought, will 
become head of the néw Ministry of 
Labor, and several Under Secretaryships 
will fall to other Socialists.. Erzberger, 
it is reported, is certain-to be included. 
As for the Prussian Ministry, members 
of each of the Majority parties will take 
office. There is a good deal of talk in 
Berlin of the formation of something 
like a War Cabinet consisting of the 
Chancellor, von Payer, who will remain 
Vice Chancellor,‘and several other of 
the more important Ministers. The new 
Government's program. will most prob- 
ably be stated at a meeting of the 
Reichstag on Saturday, 

Though serious objections have been 
raised to a royal personality being ex- 
posed to the fierce light and criticism 
which naturally falls upon an Imperial 
Chancellor,. the extreme poverty of the 
political ground is such that-the objec- 
tions have lost a great deal of their 
force. The German political system has 
not reared politicians for leading posi- 
tions in the Government, as Vorwirts 
admits in blessing Prince Max’s candi- 
dature. One had only to take a look 
round the. Reichstag majority to see 
how restricted is the range of possible 
choice. -It was from the Kaiser that 
the main opposition came to Prince Max 
as Chancellor. His Majesty had and 
has grave doubts as to the consequences 
should Prince Max fail in his task; for 
that, the Kaiser thinks, would bring 
royalty into no small measure of dis- 
credit.

Lane, counsel for the corporation, yes- 
terday afternoon in the offices of the 
board at 6 West Fifty-seventh Street, 
following which it was announced that 
the books of the corporation were to be 
examined by the board’s accountants 
to show the cost of conducting the busi- 
ness and of serving food, as well as the 
profit made, between Jan. 1 and Oct. 1 
last, in order to determine whether re- 
cent increases in prices were justified. 

The work is expected to be completed 
within a wek or ten days, when a fur- 
ther hearing will be held. It was inti- 
mated at the offices of the Federal Food 
Board yesterday that the inquiry may 
extend to other restaurants in the city. 
The board, it was explained, is without 
authority to fix the prices that may be 
charged in the restaurants, but the 
remedy for profiteering, if any shall be 
found to exist, would probably lie in 
cutting off the supply of foodstuffs. 

It had come to the knowledge of 
the Federal Food Board informally 


that there had been recent advances of 
20 to 30 per cent. in prices charged wy 
these ‘restaurants. A number of differ- 
ent dishes were specified. 

The representatives of the Childs res- 
taurants sought to justify thieir in- 
crease in prices on the ground of a 
similar increase in cost of operation, in 
overhead expenses, and in the current 
prices of commodities. The average 
profit, it was stated to the board, is one 
cent or each person served. . 

At the conclusion of the conference, 
which lasted nearly two hours, and dur- 
ing which the matter of prices was gone 
over pretty thoroughly, the board issued 
the following statement: 

‘‘A preliminary hearing of the com- 
Plaint ainst the. Childs restaurants 
was held at the Federal Board this 
afternoon by John Mitchell, Chairman 
of the board, and Arthur WilNams, Fed- 
eral Food Administrator for New York 
City. -As a result of the hearing, an 
investigation is to. be made by. the 
board’s accountants between the periods 
of Jan. 1, 1918, and Oct. 1, 1918. 

‘** The menus of the two dates are also 
to be examined, and any increases in 
the cost of food are to be studied in the 
{light of whether or not they were justi- 
fied under the conditions of the labor 
and the food market. A further hear- 
ing is to be held as soon as the account- 
— have’ completed their investiga- 

on.’’ 

The Federal Food Board is now work- 
ing on a scale of prices to be observed 
by the small retail dealers in foodstuffs, 
and these will probably be announced 
by the middle of next week. The new 
system will provide that the prices and 
grades of meat and other commodities 
shall be posted where they may be seen 
by the purchasers... : 

Numerous complaints. have fr y 
been received by the Food Admin a~- 
tion relative to exorbitant prices charged 
by the small dealers, it was stated.

In recognition of the decrease in the 
purchasing power of money due to the 
war, the German Federal Council has 
ordered that all employes who have 
lost their rights to old age pensions, 
sick and death benefits and similar 
social insurance through having their 
annual wages raised to more than 
$1,190 will have these rights restored 
in those cases where their pay does 
not exceed $1,666, reports the Berliner 
Neueste Nachrichten of Sept. 4..

She put through calls for help to South, 
Amboy, Perth Amboy, and other places 
in the -vicinity. 
‘Four units were reported at South 
Amboy last night as being completely 
obliterated while others were wrecked. 
While the value of the plant, based on 
the cost of erection, was placed ‘at $18,- 
_000,000, it value, based on its military 
usefulness, was incalculable. The greater 
part of the:plant is uninjured, according 
fto reports at Perth Amboy last night, 
and it was asserted that the demolished 
buildings could be rebuilt within two 
months: ; 

An employe who was at work in Unit 
No. 92 gave this account of his experi- 
ence last night: . 

“* The explosion started in Unit No. 61, 
which adjoins the building where I was 
working. One explanation was that 


the TNT exploded. Another was that 
a chisel used in cleaning a shell caused 
a spark which set off some TNT. These 
are theories, and it is probable that all 
those who know the true cause are 


ead. 

** The first explosion was light, just a 
thud, but as it occurred the lights went 
out. Every one thought that that meant 
a and we all ran. 1 was hardly 
outside with about twenty other men 
when there was a terrific blast, which 
threw us all flat on the ground. We 
picked ourselves up and started to run,- 
when another explosion bowled us over. 
The second one was in the part of the 
plant in which I had been working. 


Blast. Follows Biast. . 


‘‘We kept on running for the open space 
between the collection of buildings and 
the high barbed wire fence which in- 
closed the whole plant. There was one 
great blast after another as we ran, ac- 
companied by flashes of yellow ‘light 
brighter than day, and as the big 


flashes disappeared the sky would be 
full ‘of smaller explosions, as loaded and 
half-loaded shells, which were threwn 
into the air, exploded. Glass camé down 
like rain, and pieces of steel from the 
shells and’ chunks of concrete would 
come, down in a shower after each ex- 
plosion. 

‘“* We were too busy getting away to 
stop to see what might happen to 
others, but it was plain that many of 
them, who were forced to run from 
the centre of the zone of buildings to 
the outside, must have been killed as 
buildings blew up across their path of 
escape. 

‘**“When we got to the barbed wire 
fence we hunted for exits and could 
not find any. This fence is more than 
six feet high, built to keep out spies or 
curious people, but with one explosion 
coming after another, and danger that 
we would be hit at any minute, we all 
managed to climb over it. 


‘“When we dropped on the other :side 
we; ‘oes sprees in .a.swamp; which 
is another barrier to prevent ‘outsiders 
from approaching the plant. 
plosions were still going on, and we 
were about to —— e into the. water 
when some one found some planks, and 
we got across on them to dry land. 
When I reached Morgan there were only 
100 employes of the plant there. Some 
escdped in other directions, but we all 
figured that the loss of life must have 
Vevn eavy. 

“The place is wonderfully guarded, 
and there ia nothing in the theory that 
the ‘explosion might have been caused 
by spies. Everyone is searched before 
he goes to work. No one is allowed to 
take in matches, and every one is com- 
paid to put on special clothes before 

e goes in, to make sure that he is 
wearing no metal buttons, which mignt 
strike something and cause a spark.

Plant in Furious Blaze, 


At midnight the’ plant was still burn-. 
ing, the flames shooting high and light- 
ing up the whole region. 
plant paced the soldiers..who had been

There were about 150 men on the night 
shift in each unit. -Women work in the 
plant but there are none on the night 
shift. and so none was on duty when 
the first explesion occurred at 7:50 
o'clock’ Besides the workmen there 
were Government Inspectors in each of 
the units.

ARMY REMOVES BAN 
‘ON SOLDIER AUTHORS

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—The War De- 
partment today announced that the gen- 
eral order of Jan. 2, 1918, which forbade 
persons in the military’ service to con- 
tribute to publications’or to accept pay 


for their writings had been rescinded 
and a new general order issued statin 
the conditions under which they weall 
be permitted to write for publication. 

Representations were made to the Gen- 
eral Staff that since the universal serv- 
ice idea had gathered into the army of 
the United States most of the writers in 
the country -be]ow the age of 45, this 
fund of strength should be as free for 
use as any other special technical equip- 
ment. It was further pointed out that 
since soldiers have many periods of leis- 
ure there was no. legitimate objection 
to their employing their spare hours in 
writing, and that they might well be 
permitted to accept pay,: particularly in 
view of the return to the Government in 
the form of income taxes, and the pur- 
chase of Liberty bonds and War Savings 
Stamps. :

V \ major who was taken prisoner by the 
Americans. We asked him for his im- 
pressions of Americans as fighters. He was decid- 
edly sore. Evidently something was on his mind. 
He said that he knew nothing whatever about the 
fighting qualities of the Americans. He added, 
however, in perfect English, that he had found 
them ‘extremely persuasive.’ 

‘Then he described exactly how he was captured. 
He said that during a terrific barrage delivered by 
the Allies he was in an underground compartment 
with forty-two wounded German soldiers. When 
the barrage ceased the Americans came over. The 
German major’s first look at an American soldier 
came when one of our boys, a private, appeared at 
the opening to the underground compartment. The 
very thought of that fresh private with his undig- 
nified informal manner seemed to have gotten the 
very goat of the major.’ For, according to him, 
the private appeared with a hand grenade in 
each hand and his tin hat pushed back on his 
head. Armed and rigged in that manner he looked 
down the stairs into the face of the German major 
and yelled at him:> ° 


. “*Come out of there, you Dutch

The United States is a country where human 
beings learn to travel under, their own power— 
without the aid of tugs or other towing machines,

GUCHKOFF SLAIN.IN RUSSIA. 


Ex-War Minister Said to Have Been 
Murdered by Robbers. 


LONDON, Oct. 4.—Alexander. J. Guch- 
koff, former Russian Minister of War 
and leader of the Octobrist Party, has 
been .murdered by robbers. This in- 
formation was reeeived today by The 
Central News in a dispatch from Am- 
sterdam quoting Moscow advices. 


Alexander J. Guchkoff, Minister of 
War and Marine in. the first revolu- 
tionary Cabinet and Speaker of the 
third Duma, joined the Cctobrist Party 
during the revolution in 1905. In that 
year he founded the newspaper Golo3 
Moskvui. 

In 1907 ke wes electeu a member of 
the Council of the Empire and then of 
the Duma, where he led the Octobrist 
Party, and in 1910 became Speaker of 
the Duma. M. Guchkoff resigned as 
Minister of War in May, 1917, declaring 
that he refused. to share responsibility 
for conditions then existing in Russia. 

M. Guchkoff, in September, 
Joined the eorntloft movement, and a 
few days later it was reported that he 
had been arrested at Pskov, but wa3 
released shortly thereafter. 

A _ dispatch from Amsterdam on June 
28 declared that Guchkoff and Professor 
Paul Milukoff, leader of the Russian 
Constitutional Democrats, had arrived 
at Harbin, Manchuria, and placed them- 
selves at the head of a counter-revolu- 
tionary movement.

Concurring reports from’ several 
sources leave no doubt that the Rus- 
sian Reign of Terror is becoming 
faster qnd madder; that LENINE, be- 
‘coming appalled, had tried to .check 
it; that he has failed, and that the 
power in internal affairs is slipping 
out of his hands into those of men of 
a more brutal type than he.

who thought he could set bounds to 
the fiendishness he had loosed, apd 
found ultimately that in the depths of 
wickedness there are no bounds to 
ferocity. 

Who are LENINE’s Heberts and Bil- 
Jauds? One of them is a man named 
JacoB PETERS, who has lived so long 
in England that he speaks Russian 
with an accent. He is the man who is 
described as signing death warrants 
all day long without looking at them. 
“ His Ministerial office,” said the es- 
caped Englishman whose story we 
printed yesterday, “ gives him abso- 
lute right of life and death.” A wom- 
an applies to Petizs for news of hgr 
husband. “Shot by mistake,” cal- 
lously answers PETERS, the mistake 
being doubtless due to his habit of not 
reading the warrants he signs. An- 
other is ZINOVIEFF, the raging mad- 
man who is President of the Petrograd 
Soviet. Another is SHATOFY, once a 
New York anarchist, and now head 
of the Extraordinary Commission 
Against the Counter Revolution in 
Petrograd. Another was Moses URITz- 
Kr, slain by. a Socialist a month ago 
in the midst of his crimes, and now 
found to have made a fortune of 
4,000,000 rubles in a few months. 

SHATOFF, it seems, was well known 
among his like in this city, and, like 
most of the men who now rule Russia, 
did not go to that country till long 
after the friends of liberty there had 
‘overthrown the Czar. ~ He went in 
July, 1917. He was an I.,W., Wi, and 
gives us an interesting glimpse of 
what those incendiaries mean to do 
if they become numerous enough.

He 
drove out DeERNBURG, and still covets 
his place as Secretary for the Colonies. 
A terrible man, who ‘‘ will end in 
‘** compromising himself in some shady 
‘ affair,” his adversaries aay. Abbé 
WETTERLE may not be wholly an exact, 
but he is a vigorous, painter: 

ERZBERGER nas no nobility of feeling. 
He affects rude manners. His coarse 
laughter is repugnant. How it is that 
the Chancellor, [BETHMANN HOLLWEG,] 
during the present war, intrusted this 
big, awkward fellow with the most 
difficult diplomatic missions I cannot 
for the life of me understand.’ At 
Rome, in that society of the Vatican 
where diplomacy is conducted so 
subtly and so discreetly, this fat Ger- 
man must have provoked terror by his 
manners—those of a peasant of the 
Danube. 

Three contemporary Centrist figures 
the Abbé thus makes physically and 
morally visible to us. 


THE FATE OF THE PEOPLE OF 
ST: QUENTIN. 

Into Bochia, admirable name adopt- 
ed by the Allies to describe the coun- 
try ruled by the Germans behind their 
lines, has been carried the population 
of St. Quentin by the retreating en- 
emy. There were 56,000 people in St. 
Quentin before the war. For four 
years the Germans have been in. pos- 
session of the town. ‘' Not an old 
‘* man, woman, or child has been left. 
‘* Hale or sick, young or old, they have 
‘‘ aH been carried away,’’ says Mr. 
G. H. Perris, who ventured to go into 
St. Quentin after the evacuation. 

Nothing more amazing than the ab- 
duction of the people of St. Quentin 
has occurred in this war. None but 
the Germans, who scorn the principles 
of humanity as well as Hague and 
Geneva regulations, -would attempt 
such a thing. It is difficult to spec- 
ulate calmly about the infamy. One 
theory is that the town has been 
mined .and a slow fuse laid, the Ger- 
mans counting upon the French oc- 
cupying the place in force. But the 
enemy should know better than that 
by this time. Another suggestion is 
that the people of St. Quentin were 
taken*along in the retreat becausé 
they knew too much. This is. hardly 
credible, because the Allies are very 
well served by their intelligence de- 

artment. All the movements of the 

enemy are made known by aviatprs, 
and from orders captured on prisoners 
tactical plans are often learned. Be- 
sides, why for such a reason should 
the Germans burden themselves with 
a. population which they would have 
to feed? 

It is more likely that the able-bodied 
men and youth, and even the women, 
of St. Quentin are to be put to work 
digging earthworks, and that the oth- 
ers will be used for menial service be- 
hind the lines. But of what use could 
the aged and the children be? Evi- 
dently we are only at the threshold of 
the mystery. The Belgians in their 
cities and their fields are virtually in 
a state of slavery, but these people of 
St. Quentin, marching in the wake of 








the German Arms, are impedimenta 
without parallel in civilized warfare. 
ATTILA himself would have wondered 
at such @ spectacle. In time there will 
be a clearing up of the mystery.. \All 
the people of St. Quentin thus re- 
moved by military force will not sub- 
mit to their fate. The world will be 
staggered by the story to be told, 
And Germany’s punishnfent must be 
adequate to her crimes.

Whale Meat 


Canned whale meat 
was served to local 
and gourmets in this city 

Fish Oddities. for the first time 

some months ago. 
This week fresh whale meat was sold 
by the hundredweight at 25 cents a 
pound. Both incidents have their: par- 
ticular importance. Nothing canned is 
as good as the fresh article, but canned 
goods imply cannexjes, and there have 
been considerable investments in whale 
canneries on the Pacific Coast. They 
would not have been erected unless the 
meat had been ‘tried and been founa 
good by those who put their money 
into the venture of supplying the trade. 
The sale of fresh whale meat started 
in the poorer quarters of this city, but 
ended fh the ‘‘ uptown”’ district, which 
considers itself to have higher stand- 
ards of living than downtown. To be 
plain about it, the richer classes bought 
the 25-cent meat away from those who 
needed it more. © 
_There could hardly be a better tribute 
to the qualities of a food to be placed 
somewhere between halibut and veal, 
as one venturesome eater described it. 
It is hard to break the belief that the 
whale is a fish, even among those who 
know that the young of the whales are 
born alive and nourished on milk. But 
when food is dear prejudice promptly 
yields to experience. Queerer things 
than whale meat are eaten nowadays. 
The fishermen of Long Island are send- 
ing to market what they call ‘‘trash.”’ 
Sea robins seem less desirable than 
whale meat seems preferable. Skates; 
rays, swell fish, windowlights, and oth- 
er sundries and oddities bring good 
prices. Foreign sardines are replaced 
by domestic herring. 

The habit of eating whatever is edible 
may well be carried into times of peace, 
and there are great possibilities in the 
whale meat industry. The largest beef 
hardly weighs a ton, and even a small 
whale furnishes more meat. Whales 
are estimated more by tons, or scores 
of tons, than by hundredweight. Veri- 
table mountains of flesh have been 
wasted very much as though-hogs were 
slain for lard alone. The approval of 
canned whale and the establishment ot 
canneries are a promise of abundance in 
a time of scarcity.

of the very most villainous things she 
has ever done.’”’ It may be, but it is a 
most unsuccessful defense. If at this 
late date anybody is trying, as Senator 
Lopce says, to defend Germany on the 
ground that she warned her intended 
victims, it is lost labor. 

We all remember that. warning; 
odor is in our nostrils still. On May 1, 
1915, an advertisement signed ‘‘ Im- 
perial German Embassy *’ warned all 
travelers, without mentioning those go- 
ing on any'one ship, that vessels flying 
any allied flag were liable to destruc- 
tion, ‘‘ and that travelers sailing in the 
war |zone on ships of Great itain. or 
her allies do so at their own risk.’* That 
advertisement fixes-a date in the minds 
of human beings the world over. For 
we can all remember that at that time 
we thought of Germany as a civilizgd 
country. Despite her atrocities in Bel- 
gium, we still supposed that she was, if 
on a lower moral plane than other coun- 
tries, still far removed from barbarism. 
And no human being who read. that ad- 
vertisement believed a word of it. Every 
one knew that England would not com- 
mit such a crime, nor France, nor. Italy,: 
nor Russia under the Czar; and, know- 
ing this, no one supposed for a moment 
that Germany would commit it. It was 
a subject for gossip and genial mirth 
on the Lusitania herself; an amusing 
piece of bluff, everybody said. 

How far-we have traveled since that 
time! No matter what !oathsome crime 
Germany might now advertise that she 
was going to commit, every ‘one in the 
world would believe her completely and 
instantly. It was on-May 1, 1915, that 
the general reception of that advertise- 
ment proved that the world believed 
Germany to be civilized. Six days later |

“ An’ on top o’ dat, boss,” she was 
heard to say, “a bawdy don’t git as 
many cricks in her back wid a school 
boa’d as she do wid a wash boa’d.” — 

Our people are panting with the de- 
sire to see this (civil) “war measure” 
submitted and ratified. They feel that 
fifty years is long enough to wait 
for action on an emergency measure, 
especially since the Congresgional 
elections in all the districts, including 
the doubtful districts in the suffrage 
States, are but a few weeks off.

Villagers Even in Remote Sections 
Laud Our Ideals. 


Extracts from President -Wilson‘’s 
speeches are being quoted by villagers 
in the remotest parts of India, where 
loyalty to thé Allies is declared to have 
been fostered very largely by America’s 
entrance into the war, according to a 
report submitted to-ithe Joint Centenary 
Committee of the Méthodist Bpiscopal 
Church, by, the Rev. Benson Baker, 
Superintendent’ of the’ missions in. the 
Meerut district.

Mayor Hylan wrote «@ letter yesterday 
to Police Commissioner Enright, asking 
the Commissioner, as soon as the Lib- 
erty Loan drive is over, to make a sur- 
vey of the coal situation in the city, The. 
Mayor intimated that the city may have 
to employ the power given to it by the 
Aldermen ‘to take coal that is being 
hoarded. and. distribute it to those who 
are in need and freezing.’’ 

The Mayor’s letter was marked by an 
attack on the “‘ Coal Trust,’ referred to 
as ‘‘ the coal distributing company that 
practically controls the distribution of 
coal in this city.” Here is the letter: 

Dear. Commissioner : 

Many hundreds of complaints have. 
been received in this office from all. 
over the city from families who cannot 
procure any coal, although they com- 
plied with the requirements of the Fuel 
Administration and placed their orders 
as early as last Aprit. 

From time to time we read in the 
newspapers of the great quantities of 
-coal that have come into this city, 
and it seems as though there must 
have been unfair discrimination, or” 
that the scheme of distribution was ~ 
badly regulated. -What we are en-. 
titled to know is, who are the fortunate ° 
ones that got coal and who-are the 
unfortunates who are not going to get 
any, and why? 

As soon as the Liberty Loan drive is 
over I would like to have you make a 
survey of the coal situation in this’ 
city, making a record of the names . 
and addresses of those who have been 
fortunate enough to secure practically 
all the coal they need for the winter. 
It might happen that the Fuel Ad-* 
ministrators may not be able to bring. 
in as much coal for general domestic’ 
use as they have predicted, and in 
time of stress it would be helpful to 
know to whom we might turn to = 
them to help out their less fortuna’ 
neighbors.

Germans Can Maintain It Only by

LONDON, Oct. 4.—The new Bulgarian 
front is expected by experts to be drawn 
along the Danube. At the moment 
either the Allies nor the Central 
Powers have more than enough forces 
@vaiiable’ to establish such a position, 
but there may be developments at any 
time which will materially modify the 
situation. Germany can only defend 
the new line by the withdrawal of forces 
how in Russia. These consist of thirty- 
three German and thirteen Austrian 
divisions, and a large proportion of them 
@re understood to be of anything but 
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D sscemare material. 


On the other hand, 
besides holding the new line, the Allies’ 
wi eto clear up Bulgaria and police 
it, and must keep: watch'on the Turkish. 
frontier, unless Constantinople decides 
to throw up the sponge. 

The use of the Bulgarian Army airninat 
its hereditary foe by..the Allies; which 
was hinted at in official announcements 
regarding the armistice has, Tu New 
York TiMzs ts informed, ‘met with criti- 
cism here on two grounds; first; that it 
would give Bulgaria a certain claim for 
special consideration at the peace con- 
ference, which the Allies, in view of her 
conduct of the last four years, would be 
unwilling to recognize; secondly, the 
feelings of the Greeks and Serbs toward 
the Bulgarians are naturally «greatly 
embittered, and they are unlikely to 
agree’ to fight side-by side with their 
traditional enemies. Consequently, 
whatever operations the Turkish situa- 
tion demands must be undertaken by 
the British, French, or’ Italians now in 
Macedonia. One of the chief questions 
they would in that case have to con- 
sider would be: Can Germany send: 
reinforcements of any kind. to the 
Turks? She still has means of com- 
munication with Constantinople by way 
of Odessa and the Black Sea, but it is 
very doubfful whether she has any 
troops she can spare from France to 
sénd to them. 

The Turks will, it is.expected, recall 
immediately a great part of their forces 
from Syria and the Caucasus for the 
defense of their capital, and this will 
at once remove all danger to allied in- 
terests in Persia and the East. As 
German aggression in'Russia, Rumania 
and the Ukraine must cease as soon as 
the transfer of German troops to the 
Danube begins, the surrender of Bul- 
garia is already solving one of the 
problems before.the Allies, whatéver 
may be the actual course hi: events In 
the Balkans. 


“GREAT FIGHTING BY SERBS. 


Soldiers Climbed Steep Precipices 
' to Get at Bulgarians. 
By WARD RRICE.

A SOUTHERN ITALIAN PORT, Sept. 

30.—Here on my way from Italy to the 
Balkans I have met several old friends 
from the Macedonian front who have 
given me stirring accounts of the spirit 
with which the attack that has led to 
the practical dismemberment for the 
time being of the Bulgarian Army was 
delivered. 

The Serbs began their drive with an 
assault on those precipitous heights on 
the Cerna g@ank, the crest of which ‘the 
Bulgarians had intrenched. So_ steep 


was the climb toward the enemy posi-, 


tions that the Bulgars: could only oppose 
the advancing Serbs by leaning over 


their parapets to drop bombs. Twice 
before the Serbs had attacked these 


formidable mountains in vain... ‘‘ We 
felt that the third time would change 
our luck,’’ said a young Serbian officer 
whom I knew well, ‘‘ and if-it did not, 
What could we do better than go for- 
ward to die as close as possible to the 
homes we long to win back again from 
our .enemies?.’’ 

It was this resolve to do or die that 
carried the Serbs right ahead over 
obstacles that every cold-blooded ob- 
server would have said were humanly 
impassable. How they lived during that 
swift dash forward into the heart of the 
Bulgar Army zone and where they got 
their food from is; 'T find, Just ‘#s fruch 
a’ mystery to the officers who‘have jist 
left the Balkans as it is to me, remem- 
bering the sort of country they had 
to cross. 

I -know of one food convoy that 
started after the Serbs with food, I was 
told, which simply did not come ‘back 
for days. It took all that time for it 
to catch up with the Serbian column 
that was supposed to be dependent on it. 

Undoubtedly the rapidity of the Ser- 
bian push enabled them to live to great 
extent on the captured enemy supplies 
and material. 

I am told of a Bulgar battery trying 
to get away, all of whose drivers were 
shot down by Serbian rifle. fire from 
heights beside ‘the road. The Serbs 
then came down and found the battery 
practically complete with transport and 
20,000 rounds of ammunition. They lost 
no time, but carried two of the captured 
guns forward to a position from where 
they could shell a Bulgarian howitzer 
battery, which they captured in its turn. 

And while the Serbs were snatching 
back their country in great stretches 
from the invader, the British troops 
proved that three years of monotony 
and malaria had not dulled the edge of 
their spirit by the power with which 
they delivered attacks upon some of the 
strongest positions of the whole Bul- 
garian line. 


ESSAD THINKS TURKEY 
WILL RESIST TO LAST 


Hopes Thereby to Get Better 
Terms, Provisional President 
of Albania Says. 


GENEVA, Oct. 4, (Associated Press.)— 
Essad Pasha, the Provisional President

ZURICH, Oct. 4.—The defection of 
Bulgaria is having a serious effect 
on the Central Empires for finan- 
cial as well as political and military 
reasons, because of the fact that both 
Germany and Austria-Hungary had 


made large advances to Bulgaria for 
the conduct of military operations. 

According to the Vienna Neue Freie 
Presse the first ‘lean was fur 250,000,000 
francs, made in August, 1915, imme- 
diately before Bulgaria’s entrance into 
the war.

There ‘were 
two other advances in 1916 and 1917, 
carrying the total above 1,000,000,000 
francs. In addition to money, the 
Central Powers delivered large quan- 
tities of war material to Bulgaria. 

The German loans are guaranteed 
by the Bulgarian tobacco receipts, but 
the Austrian loans are secured only’ 
by Bulgarian paper.

Among the civilians arraigned 
were ‘Leo and Morris Rosenwasser of 
Ficsenwasser Brothers, Inc.; a concern 
which has Govérnment contracts valued 
at nearly $9,Q00,000. 

The other eleven persons were minor 
Government inspectors and employes of 
the Rosenwassers. | The indictment 
charges that the Rosenwassers, Colonel 
Hirsch, Lieutenant Grass, and the other 
persons named entered into an * unlaw- 
ful conspiracy to defraud the United 
@tates,’’ and charges that in carrying 
eut the conspiracy the Rosenwassers de- 
livered to the Quartermaster Depart- 
ment of the army, of which both Col- 
onel Hirsch and Lieutenant Grass are 
Officers, defective coats, puttees, and 
ahoes. The Rosenwasser concern is one 
of the largest supply producers in the 
United States, and its output was passed 
upon, among others, py Colonel Hirsch 
and Lieutenant Grass, 

Colonel ‘Hirsch was arrested in the 
Army Building yesterday morning by 
Department of Justice agents and imme- 
@iately taken to Brooklyn for arraign- 
ment before Judge Chatfield. Colonel 
Birech, who is 51 years old, and an 
officer with @ Regular Army service of 
more than thirty years. issued no state- 
ment of any kind. He was born in 
Pennsylvania and entered West Point 
in 1887. At different times he has served 
im half of the infantry regiments of 
the old army and was detailed to the 
Quartermaster Corps in April, 1914.
